OIL FIELDS are sprouting in the 
Negev, but there isn't 8 derrick to 
be found in the entire region. 
That's because the oll is being 
“grown” in the form of the jojoba 
plant — a drab, scruffy shrub that 
has recently atirred considerable 
excitement in scientific and in- 
dustrial circles. 

The yellow oil that is extracted 
from the acorn-sized beans of the 
jojoba (pronounced ho-ho-ba) is 
unlike any other vegetable oil. 
What it does resemble, by one of 
nature's colncidences, is sperm 
whale oll, a fine-grade industrial 
lubricant whose commercial 
value accounts for the savage 
slaughter of the endangered 
mammal. Jojoba's value as a sub- 
stitute for sperm whale oil and, 
perhaps more important, ita 
myriad other commercial 
appHcations, are the cause of the 
small oi] boom in the Negev. 

"We bellove that jojoba oil 
could become a major materiais 
resource by the end of the century 
and a profitable cash crop for 
Negev farmers," says Melr Trortl, 
director of the Diviaion of Plant 
Introduction at the Ben-Gurion 
University Research and 
Development Authority and the 
person principally responsible for 
the development of jojoba in 
Israel, Forti has been testing and 
improving the plant since the ear- 
ly 1960s when, as a member of the 
former Negev Inatitute for Arid 
Zone .Research, he -transplanted 
jojoba seeds from their native 
habitat in the deserts of the 
American southwest to various 
Negev sites.

Two approaches were in- ᾿ 
troduced to avoid these problems, 
one by Rahel Abramovich, ao 
researcher from the Soviet Union, 
and the other by Miiot Birnbaum, 

a plant physiologist who came to ξ 
Israel from the University of aoe 
California at Riverside. Both : 
researchers are using techniques 

of vegetative propagation to Ke 
duplicate selected plants. 

Mrs. Abramovich is using the εν 
conventional method of taking i. 
plant cuttings and, after special 
preparatory treatment, rooting 
them in soil. These cuttings then 
grow into bushes of the same sex 
and genetic make-up as the 
‘*mother'’ plant. Most of the 
Jojoba plots in the Negev were 
stocked by this technique. Its ma- 
jor limitation, however, is that the 
number of cuttings is limited by 
the shoot production capacity of 
the originai plant. 

Increasing the number of 
selected jojoba plants is the aim of ἡ 
Dr, Birnbaum, who hag in- 
troduced the more sophisticated 
technique of tissue-culture 
propagation. With this method,

KALKI IS the former Jim Kelly, 
an American veteran of the Vlet-: 
nam war turned guru of a power- 
ful new Hindu sect headquartered 
in Katmandu. Backed by 
thousands of saffron-robed 
followers and millions of green- 
back dollars, Kalki is warning the 
world to prepare for The End. 
April 3 next, to be precise. Folks 
don't exactly start a rush to tidy 
up their affairs, but they do find 
the prediction of doom somewhat 
diverting. 

Kalki's story is told by one 
Theodora Hecht Ottinger, an over- 
the-hill test pilot and celebrated 
as-told-to author of Beyond 
Motherhood (had her tubes tied).

KLM is, according to Dogstop, 
the only alrline which supplies dog 
cages for travellers. Other people 
have generally gone to carpenters 
to have them made. These 
generaliy weigh 50 to 60 kilo — a 
major drawback since pets are 
charged by weight as excess 
baggage. Dogstop's new

They cost between 11,600 
and IL1,500 including VAT, 
depending on whether you are 
transporting a Pekinese or a 
Great Dane.

THIS SUMMER the country has 
blossomed out in gaudy T-shirts 
showing Steve Austin, the hero of 
television's The Six Million Dollar 
Man, But Austin has not entirely

While I consider this vegetable, 
when finely minced and mixed 
with a light cream sauce, as 
something sublime (I give due 
consideration to anything on a 
menu described ‘‘florentine," i.e. 
cooked with spinach), my hus- 
band thought the dish as bad ag 
the overcooked, soupy greens his 
mother had forced on him. 

So I began serving vegetable 
croquettes, made with spinach, 
but heavily disgulsed by the inclu: 


sion of other vegetables — grated” 


carrot, cabbage slivers, chopped 
green pepper or whatever was in 
the refrigerator. I gradually 
reduced the foreign elements till Z 
evolved the following: 

Divide half a, kilo of fresh 
spinach into several large bowls 
and cover with .water. -Fresh 
spinach leaves hold a surprising 
amount of dirt and sand and if not 
woll-cleaned, will have an uD 
doniably grilty taste.
